I/Wore Jobs Needed for Torrance Youths
(irowth of tin- Youth Km- 

ployrm-nt Service serving the 
local area has reached the 
point where additional place­ 
ment officers have been as­ 
signed to the offices to assist 
in finding jobs for young men 
and women.

The service has placed a 
steadily increasing number of 
young people in domestic jobs 
such as babysitting, window

washing, gardening, and heavy 
cleaning jobs. The office re­ 
ports a greater number of em­ 
ployers are beginning to use 
young people in sales and 
office work and in factory, res­ 
taurant, nursery, garage, and 
service station jobs.

The Torrance office placed 
3.867 young people in full and 
part time jobs during Decem­ 
ber. 1963, reports Murray Love,

local California State Employ­ 
ment Service manager. More 
jobs are badly needed, says 
Murray.
